U.S.  warships  recover  mines 


MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP)  — 
American  warships  swept  a  strip  of 
the  central  Persian  Gulf  on  Wednes¬ 
day  to  recover  mines  believed  planted 
by  the  Iranian  ship  that  U.S.  heli¬ 
copters  attacked  this  week.

“They  are 
usually  better  able  to  make  the  criti¬ 
cal  decision  each  of  us  has  to  make  in 
life.  They  also  usually  feel  more  com¬ 
petent  as  a  person  and  have  high  es¬ 
teem.” 

The  317  class  concentrates  on  help¬ 
ing  students  prepare  for  transitions  in 
the  career  world.  Students  are  taught 
how  to  prepare  resumes,  how  to  have 
good  interviews  and  how  to  dress  for 
success. 

“We  put  it  in  terms  of  going  out  and 
hiring  yourself  an  employer,”  Larson 
said.  “Know  what  you  like  and  do  well 
and  then  go  out  and  find  an  employer 
who  will  hire  you  to  do  it.” 

The  center  also  has  a  Career  Infor¬ 
mation  Library  located  in  149  SWKT 
where  information  on  careers  can  be 
obtained.  “We  have  information  on 
the  availability  of  certain  careers.  We 
have  addresses  and  names  of  people 
you  should  write  to,”  said  Larson.

Iran  has  vowed  revenge  for  the 
American  attack  and  the  Iranian 
president  said  in  New  York  that  the 
two  nations  were  moving  toward  war. 

Britain  announced  it  was  closing 
Iran’s  military  procurement  office  in 
London  and  urged  a  United  Nations 
arms  embargo  because  of  Iranian  at¬ 
tacks  on  Persian  Gulf  shipping. 

President  Ali  Khamenei  of  Iran,  in 
New  York  fora  U.N.  session,  said  the 
U.S.  government  had  taken  the  road 
to  war.  “The  people  of  the  United 
States  have  a  right  to  ask  why  is  their 
government  dragging  them  toward 
war,”  he  said. 

Despite  the  increased  tension  and 
the  possibility  of  more  floating  mines, 
gulf-based  shipping  sources  said  a  re¬ 
flagged  Kuwaiti  gas  carrier  had  be¬ 
gun  a  southbound  voyage  under  U.S. 
escort. 

The  reported  departure  of  the 
46,723-ton  Gas  Prince  from  Kuwait 
would  be  the  10th  convoy  since  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan’s  program  of  escorting 
Kuwaiti  tankers  went  into  effect  in 
mid-July. 

But  Defense  Secretary  Caspar 
Weinberger,  asked  in  a  Washington 


television  interview  whether  a  con¬ 
voy  was  moving,  replied,  “Not  that  I 
know  of.” 

In  Washington,  Pentagon  officials 
said  threats  of  Iranian  reprisal  for  the 
ship  attack  would  not  deter  Wein¬ 
berger  from  leaving  as  scheduled  for  a 
five-day  trip  to  the  region. 

He  was  to  visit  Bahrain,  Saudi  Ara¬ 
bia,  Egypt  and  U.S.  warships. 

Iranian  officials  angrily  promised 
retaliation  for  Monday’s  attack  and 
U.S.  embassies  and  military  bases 
worldwide  were  warned  to  be  alert 
for  terrorist  incidents. 

U.S.  officials  were  discussing  how 
to  return  the  26  Iranians  takeii  off  the 
ship  Iran  Ajr  to  their  homeland.  TTie 
Iranians,  described  as  “detainees”  by 
the  Pentagon,  were  being  held  aboard 
Navy  ships  in  the  gulf. 

In  the  search  for  mines,  there  was 
no  official  word  here  on  how  many 
were  recovered.  But  shipping  execu¬ 
tives,  speaking  on  condition  they  not 
be  named,  said  the  Navy  had  found 
eight  of  the  moored,  contact-type  ex¬ 
plosives. 

Gulf  civilian  radio  monitors  said 
Navy  warships  were  warning  all  ves¬ 
sels  to  keep  clear  of  the  channel  50 
miles  northeast  of  Bahrain,  an  area 
where  U.S.  naval  vessels  often  an¬ 
chor  when  not  on  convoy  duty. 


Club  disputes  with  BYU  over  cancelled  meeting

An  off-campus  club  is  considering  a  suit  against 
BYU  administration  for  cancelling  a  club  rush 
meeting  on  Sept.  16  at  the  Harman  Building  Con¬ 
ference  Center,  said  the  club  president. 

Brett  Horton,  president  of  Samuel  Hall,  said  he 
had  signed  a  contract  with  the  Conference  Center 
to  hold  a  one-time  seminar  meeting.  The  contract 
was  broken  at  the  last  minute  by  the  administration 
because  of  a  question  involving  public  advertising 
and  recruiting,  he  said. 

“We  were  paying  customers.  We  should  not  have 
been  treated  that  way,”  said  Horton. 

The  contract  was  broken  because  the  club  had 
advertised  in  The  Daily  Universe,  he  said.  “Al¬ 
though  public  advertising  is  prohibited  by  the  Con¬ 
ference  Center,  my  interpretation  did  not  include 
The  Daily  Universe.  I  have  seen  several  past  ad¬ 
vertisements  in  The  Daily  Universe  for  meetings  in 
the  Conference  Center.” 

The  question  of  recruiting  was  another  reason  for 


breaking  the  contract,  said  Horton.  “We  were  only 
introducing  the  club  to  students.  The  initial  recruit¬ 
ing  was  on  Sept.  22.”  He  said  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting  was  to  interest  the  freshmen  in  the  club. 

The  Harman  Building  Conference  Center  pro¬ 
hibits  recruiting  of  individuals,  promotion  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  business  and  any  public  advertising  for  pro¬ 
grams  held  in  the  Conference  Center,  said  Beverly 
Johnson,  manager  of  the  center. 

“Even  though  we  are  separate  from  BYU,  we’re 
still  part  of  the  administration.  We  must  abide  by 
the  rules.” 

Johnson  said  this  policy  exists  because  the  Har¬ 
man  Building  is  geared  toward  education.  “We  try 
not  to  be  in  competition  with  the  commercial  sec¬ 
tor,”  she  said. 

Horton  said  he  believes  the  final  reason  for  the 
cancellation  had  to  do  with  a  question  of  affiliation 
with  BYU.  “Never  once  did  we  want  to  come  across 
as  a  BYU-sponsored  club.  We  made  this  clear  on  all 
our  signs,”  he  said. 

Johnson  said  the  contract  was  signed  “Goldbrick- 
ers,”  and  that  she  was  unaware  of  the  “Gpldbrick- 


ers”  affiliation  with  Samuel  Hall. 

“We’re  not  trying  to  hide  behind  names,”  said 
Horton.  “The  club  uses  the  original  name  (Gold- 
brickers)  for  business  purposes.” 

The  Conference  Center  was  rented  because  of 
the  large  size  and  proximity  to  campus,  he  said. 

Horton  said  he  is  upset  because  the  contract  was 
made  with  the  Harman  Building,  not  BYU  admin¬ 
istration. 

Assistant  Executive  Vice  President  of  Auxiliary 
Services  John  B.  Stohlton  said  he  was  not  directly 
involved  ■with  the  cancellation  of  the  meeting.  “But 
if  I  had  been  involved,  the  results  would  have  been 
the  same.” 

Samuel  Hall  members  knew  the  consequences  of 
going  off-campus  last  year,  he  said.  “There  can  be 
no  misunderstanding.  The  issue  was  clearly  ex¬ 
plained  both  oral  and  written.” 

Club  members  failed  to  disclose  the  purpose  of 
the  meeting,  he  said.  “We  wouldn’t  allow  Sigma 
Chi  from  the  University  of  Utah  to  use  our  facili¬ 
ties.  I  see  little  difference  in  purpose  between  the 
two.”

The  unique  characteristics  of  Utah  Valley  have  brought 
almost  40  new  companies  to  the  area  in  the  past  21  years, 
according  to  a  local  development  association. 

In  1986,  six  new  industries  brought  633  jobs  to  Utah 
Valley,  according  to  Paul  Stout,  director  of  marketing/ 
public  relations  for  Utah  Valley  Industrial  Development 
Association. 

Honest,  educated  workers 

Stout  attributes  this  success  to  the  “dedicated,  honest 
and  hard-working”  work  force,  close  proximity  to  Salt 
Lake  City,  low  taxes  and  the  availability  of  a  highly  edu¬ 
cated  population.  “Coming  from  another  state,  I  am 
very  pleased  with  the  educated  work  force  in  Utah  Val¬ 
ley,”  said  Bill  Waite,  production  controller  for  Transera 
Corporation.  “We  can  draw  skilled,  intelligent  laborers 
from  local  colleges  and  universities.” 

“We  chose  Utah  because  of  the  people.  Our  studies 
indicated  that  the  Utah  worker  is  of  higher  quality  than 
any  of  his  neighbors  in  the  West,”  said  George  McGuigen, 
president  of  Stouffer  Foods  Corporation. 

Labor  costs  lower 

According  to  Stout,  worker  productivity  is  considered 
excellent  in  this  area  for  many  reasons.  The  average 
hourly  earnings  of  production  workers  in  the  United 


States  is  $9.68,  in  Utah  the  average  is  $9.57,  but  in  Utah 
Valley  the  average  wage  is  $7.81. 

“Direct  labor  costs  at  our  Utah  plants  are  20  percent 
better  than  at  our  facilities  elsewhere,”  said  Rod  Malsom, 
plant  engineer  for  American  Greetings. 

The  industries  have  few  problems  with  drug  and  alcohol 
abuse.  “You  don’t  have  to  worry  about  drug  control  or 
alcoholism  on  the  job  in  Utah,”  said  Connie  Hansen,  gen¬ 
eral  manager  of  Burrelle’s  Press  Clippings. 

“If  you’re  hiring  a  Utah  person,  you  have  better  than  a 
98  percent  chance  of  getting  someone  free  of  those  sub¬ 
stances.” 

Lower  taxes 

The  tax  benefits  offered  in  Utah  Valley  also  provide  a 
low-cost  location  for  industry.  According  to  a  UVIDA 
study  on  a  $40  million  project,  the  taxes  in  Salt  Lake 
Valley  would  be  $441,528  annually,  but  the  same  project 
in  Utah  Valley  would  have  taxes  of  $332,800  annually. 

UVIDA  provides  prospective  industries  information  on 
every  aspect  of  bringing  their  business  to  Utah  Valley. 
They  are  currently  worlang  with  six  companies  in  various 
stages  of  this  “slow  process,”  said  Stout. 

In  their  21-year  history,  the  non-profit  organization  has 
brought  organizations  like  Novell,  Stouffer  Foods,  Net 
Line  and  Signetics  to  the  valley. 

“We  wine  and  dine  them,  only  without  the  vrine,”  said 
Stout.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Retired  Chief  Justice  Warren  E.  Burger,  stirred 
by  what  he  called  unprecedented  disinformation,  declared  on  Wednesday  that 
Supreme  Court  nominee  Robert  H.  Bork  is  not  “an  extremist  any  more  than 
I’m  an  extremist”  and  deserves  confirmation. 

Burger,  in  an  extraordinary  appearance  for  a  sitting  or  former  member  of 
the  high  court,  told  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee,  “If  Judge  Bork  is  not  in 
the  mainstream  then  neither  am  I.  It  would  astonish  me  to  think  he’s  an 
extremist  any  more  than  I’m  an  extremist.” 

In  particular,  he  criticized  paid  newspaper  advertisements  that  have  sug¬ 
gested  dire  consequences  for  the  nation  if  Bork’s  nomination  is  confirmed. 

The  hearings,  despite  Burger’s  appearance  and  a  heated  exchange  later 
between  committee  chairman  Joseph  Biden,  D-Del.,  and  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch, 
R-Utah,  were  overshadowed  to  some  extent  by  Biden’s  midday  announce¬ 
ment  that  he  was  withdrawing  from  the  presidential  race. 

Biden  took  time  out  from  presiding  over  the  hearings  to  tell  a  news  confer¬ 
ence  he  was  quitting  the  campaign  in  the  wake  of  damaging  disclosures  that  he 
committed  plagiarism  and  exaggerated  his  academic  accomplishments. 

He  said  he  couldn’t  expend  the  effort  to  get  his  candidacy  back  on  track  and 
still  be  closely  involved  in  the  hearings  on  Bork,  whose  appointment  he  said 
would  “profoundly  affect  our  future.” 


Biden  withdraws  from  presidential  race 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Sen.  Joseph  Biden  ended  his  quest  for  the  1988 
Democratic  presidential  nomination  “with  incredible  reluctance”  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  saying  the  “exaggerated  shadow”  of  mistakes  made  it  impossible  to 
continue  his  candidacy. 

Biden  withdrew  from  the  campaign  after  a  week  in  which  his  campaign  was 
rocked  by  admissions  of  plagiarism  and  false  claims  about  his  academic  record. 

The  Delaware  Democrat  is  the  second  candidate  to  be  forced  from  the  race 
by  questions  of  character  and  integrity. 

“I  made  some  mistakes,”  Biden,  his  wife  at  his  side,  told  a  room  crowded 
with  reporters.  “Now  the  exaggerated  shadow  of  those  mistakes  has  begun  to 
obscure  the  essence  of  my  candidacy  and  the  essence  of  Joe  Biden.” 

“And  although  it’s  awfully  clear  to  me  what  choice  I  have  to  make,  1  have  to 
tell  you  honestly  I  do  it  with  incredible  reluctance  and  it  makes  me  angry.  I’m 
angry  with  myself  for  having  been  put  in  the  position  —  put  myself  in  the 
position — of  having  to  make  this  choice,”  he  said.

Senate  to  restore  Gramm-Rudman  Law 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Senate  voted  Wednesday  to  restore  the 
Gramm-Rudman  budget-balancing  law,  renewing  the  threat  of  across-the- 
board  spending  cuts  unless  Congress  and  the  president  reach  a  compromise  on 
reducing  the  deficit. 

’The  bill  was  passed  64  to  34  and  sent  to  President  Reagan,  whose  support  for 
Gramm-Rudman  has  wavered  recently.  Administration  officials  said  no  deci¬ 
sion  had  been  made  on  whether  Reagan  should  veto  the  bill.  i 

The  revised  plan,  approved  by  the  House  on  Tuesday,  would  bring  back  the 
law’s  threat  of  automatic  spending  cuts,  redrafting  a  provision  the  Supreme 
Court  found  unconstitutional  in  the  original. 

But  it  would  abandon  the  original  timetable  for  a  balanced  budget  by  fiscal 
1991.  That  goal  would  take  until  fiscal  1993,  with  most  of  the  deficit  reduction 
put  off untilafter  the  1988 election. 

Like  the  original  Gramm-Rudman  passed  two  years  ago,  the  plan  was  an 
amendment  to  a  bill  raising  the  ceiling  on  the  national  debt.  The  December 
1985  vote  first  put  the  limit  above  $2  trillion.  The  new  bill  would  allow  $2.8 
trillion  in  Treasury  borrowing,  enough  to  last  until  May  1989. 


SARASOTA,  Fla.  (AP)  —  Three  brothers  whose  exposure  to  AIDS  made 
them  pariahs  in  their  rural  hometown  enrolled  in  a  new  school  Wednesday 
without  incident  and  with  a  hesitant  welcome  from  schoolmates  and  parents. 

Deputies  patrolled  the  grounds  at  Gocio  Elementary  School.  And  officials 
reported  that  120  of  the  615  pupils  stayed  home.  Up  to  a  dozen  pupils  were 
withdrawn.  The  usual  absentee  rate  is  about  3  percent. 

But  the  day  had  encouraging  moments  for  the  Rays  —  10-year-old  Ricky, 
Robert,  9,  and  Randy,  8. 

Ricky  found  welcome  cards  on  his  desk,  said  Clifford  Ray,  the  boys’  father. 

“Everything  was  positive,”  said  the  boys’  mother,  Louise.  “One  of  (the 
boys)  said  they  had  to  assign  seats  in  the  lunchroom  because  everyone  wanted 
to  sit  next  to  them.” 

The  Ray  family  moved  to  Sarasota  because  school  board  policy  .allows 
children  exposed  to  AIDS  to  attend  school  if  they  pose  no  threat  to  children 
and  are  undergoing  medical  treatment. 


Senate  approves  Utah  programs'  funds 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  More  than  $27  million  for  Interior  Department 
programs  in  Utah,  including  $10  million  as  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  for  county 
governments,  has  been  approved  by  the  Senate  Appropriations  Committee. 

The  bill  also  includes  language  added  Tuesday  by  Sen.  Jake  Gam,  R-Utah, 
opposing  a  National  Park  Service  proposal  to  limit  or  eliminate  auto  traffic  in 
Biyce  Canyon  National  Park.  Gam’s  rider  would  require  the  Park  Service  to 
obtain  Congressional  approval  before  eliminating  autos  in  the  park. 

After  the  full  Senate  acts  on  the  measure  it  must  clear  a  House-Senate 
conference  to  resolve  differences  with  a  bill  the  House  passed  earlier.  The 
measure  is  likely  to  be  wrapped  into  an  omnibus  spending  bill  with  most  other 
federal  appropriations  measures  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Sept.  30. 

If  approved  by  the  Senate  and  signed  by  President  Reagan,  the  bill  would 
provide  Utah  State  University  with  $135,000  for  fish  and  wildlife  research  and 
the  University  of  Utah  $8.8  million  for  its  Mineral  Institute  and  $400,000  for  its 
investigation  of  new  ways  to  separate  minerals  from  ores. 

Glen  Canyon  National  Recreation  Area  would  receive  $500,000  as  operating 
money  to  handle  increasing  tourist  visits.

One  is  a  wounded  Soviet  soldier. 
The  other  is  an  American  who  drifted 
too  far  from  his  platoon.  Their  lives 
collide  when  they  become  trapped  in 
the  same  cave  in  Central  America  and 
must  struggle  for  survival. 

The  pair’s  shared  crisis  forms  the 
premise  for  a  new  drama,  “Uni¬ 
forms,”  that  premiers  tonight  in  the 
Margetts  Arena  Theater,  HFAC. 

Tom  Rog:ers,  a  BYU  professor  of 
languages,  is  cast  as  the  Soviet  with 
G.  Webster  Latimer  as  the  American. 
The  play  focuses  on  the  emotional  tur¬ 
moil  of  the  event  as  well  as  the  com¬ 
monalities  and  differences  the  two 
share. 

Graduate  student  Traci 
Hainsworth,  director  of  the  play,  en¬ 
visions  the  conflict  between  the  two 
men  as  a  strategic  game  of  chess. 
“They  are  enemies,  but  in  their 
shared  crisis,  they  must  try  to  ac¬ 
knowledge  each  other’s  humanity. 

“They  both  face  some  decisions  that 
are  pretty  impossible  and  their  fight 
for  control  ends  in  a  stalemate  with 
many  questions  left  unanswered,”, 
said  Hainswbrth. 

She  also  said  she  hopes  audiences 
will  walk  away  from  the  play  wonder¬ 
ing  how  they  would  react  in  the  same 
situation  without  condemning  the 
characters  for  how  they  reacted. 

BYU  student  Stephen  Pullen 
wrote  “Uniforms”  and  said  the  con¬ 
cept  for  the  production  came  from  a 
BYU  honors  class  discussion  of 
Rousseau’s  philosophy  that  war  is  il¬ 
logical. 

Set  designer  Neal  Vanderpool  has 
transformed  the  Margetts  Theater 
into  a  coliseum-type  environment  for 
the  project.  By  seating  the  audience 
three  and  four  feet  above  the  set  and 
forcing  them  to  peer  down  into  the 
hole,  the  audience  will  get  “at  least  a 
subconscious  feeling  of  being  trapped 
along  with  the  actors,”  said 
Hainsworth. 

The  stage  design  has  been  de¬ 
scribed  as  environmental  theater  and 
is  designed  to  create  a  feeling  of  con¬ 
finement.  The  set  , has  also  been  de¬ 
signed  to  seat  the  audience  on  all  four 
sides  of  the  hole  to  enhance  the  feeling 
of  being  “trapped.”

The  drama  is  the  product  of  the 
Playwright/Director/Actor  (PDA) 

Workshop  at  BYU.  The  workshop 
gives  students  the  experience  of  de¬ 
veloping  new  works  for  production. 

Many  of  the  same  people  associated 
with  the  PDA  workshop  are  again 
working  on  this  production. 

“It’s  one  of  the  best  PDA  works 
I’ve  read,”  said  Hainsworth  who  was 
originally  asked  to  assist  the  director 
on  the  project.

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No  sympathy 
for  NFL  strikers 


Striking  National  Football  League  players  had  better  not  come  here 
for  sympathy.  We  ran  out  of  sympathy  the  last  time  they  went  on 
strike,  only  five  years  ago. 

Within  that  five  year  span,  the  average  wage  of  pro  football  players 
has  risen  from  $90,000  to  $230,000.  The  Wall  Street  Journal  estimates 
that  the  average  team  spends  $837,000  a  game  on  player  salaries,  plus 
$17,000  in  fringe  benefits.  Revenue  from  television  is  at  an  all-time 
high.  But  players,  or  more  succinctly,  the  union,  are  not  satisfied. 

The  union  wants  unlimited  free  agency  for  players  after  they  have 
been  in  the  league  for  four  years.  Free  agency  would  permit  a  player  to 
enter  the  market  after  his  contract  expires  and  name  his  price.  The 
player’s  current  team  would  be  forced  to  at  least  match  the  highest 
offer  made  by  other  teams  throughout  the  league. 

NFL  owners  are  understandably  wary  of  such  an  agreement. 

Players  such  as  John  Elway,  who  makes  nearly  $65,000  a  game  with 
the  Denver  Broncos,  have  the  potential  to  drive  the  league  into 
bankruptcy.

The  major¬ 
ity  of  NFL  players,  who  can 
expect  an  average  of  only 
three  years  on  the  gridiron. 


are  probably  more  in  need  of  adequate  pension  plans  than  free  agency. 

The  union  seems  to  be  out  of  touch  with  the  players  they  are 
representing. 

Many  players  have  stated  publicly  that  free  agency  is  not  worth  a 
strike.  New  York  Jets  defensive  end  Mark  Gastineau  and  Los  Angeles 
Raiders  quarterback  Mark  Wilson,  who  played  at  BYU,  have,  vowed 
to  cross  picket  lines.  Many  others  share  the  view  of  Dallas  Cowboy 
quarterback  Danny  White,  who  said  on  the  Cable  News  Network 
recently  that  while  he  would  strike,  he  was  anxious  to  get  back  to 
work. 

Equally  disturbing  is  the  apparent  disregard  for  the  fans  who  flock 
to  the  stadiums  by  the  thousands  and  number  in  the  millions  of 
television  viewers.  Many  fans  feel  cheated  by  an  entertainment 
medium  that  is  based  almost  entirely  on  their  support. 

Cheated  also  are  the  thousands  of  food  vendors,  custodial  workers 
and  countless  others  involved  in  the  service  industries  related  to 
football.  Services,  incidentally,  where  the  average  worker  makes 
much  less  than  the  average  footjball  player. 

NFL  owners  can  share  the  blame  for  ignoring  the  fans.  Experts 
predicted  as  early  as  last  year’s  Super  Bowl  that  a  strike  was  in¬ 
evitable  without  cooperation  on  both  sides.  Yet  the  owners  appear  as 
reluctant  as  the  union  to  bargain  in  good  faith. 

One  has  to  wonder,  however,  if  too  much  attention  is  being  placed  on 
what  is  in  reality  a  medium  of  entertainment  only.  Perhaps  there  are 
events  in  the  news  with  more  far-reaching  implications. 

Consider  the  Bork  confirmation  hearings.  Never  before  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  United  States  has  a  Suprente  Court  nominee  tjeen  sub¬ 
jected  to  such  close  scrutiny.  Questions  of  how  the  balance  of  power  in  ' 
our  country  should  operate  are  being  addressed.  Our  Constitution,  in 
its  bicentennial  year,  is  being  tested  as  never  before. 

The  Persian  Gulf,  of  immense  strategic  importance  to  the  United 
States,  is  in  a  constant  state  of  crisis.  After  the  United  States  attack 
on  a  mine-bearing  Iranian  vessel  in  international  waters,The  Associ¬ 
ated  Press  reported  that  Iranian  President  Ali  Khamenei  had  vowed 
revenge.  “The  U.S.  shall  receive  a  proper  response  for  this  abom¬ 
inable  act,”  said  Khamenei.  He  went  on  to  say  that  retaliation  would 
not  be  confined  to  the  Persian  Gulf. 

The  AIDS  crisis,  human  rights  violations  and  a  budget  deficit  in  the 
billions  of  dollars  are  other  news  items  more  than  deserving  of  our 
attention. 

It  is  possible,  however,  that  the  time  given  to  us  by  the  NFL  strike 
is  a  blessing  in  disguise. 

Sundays  could  once  again  be  used  for  their  original  purpose,  a 
chance  to  get  our  lives  in  order  for  the  coming  week. 

More  time  could  be  spent  with  a  book  or  magazine  that  challenges  us 
intellectually  or  expands  us  mentally. 

And  most  promising  of  all,  countless  wives  could  rejoice  at  becoming 
reacquainted  with  their  favorite  armchair  quarterback.

What  if  we  adopted  this  tradition  at 
BYU,  or  better  yet,  expanded  on  it? 
Instead  of  waiting  until  a  touchdown, 
BYU  fans  might  follow  this  custom 
when  BYU  had  a  net  gain  on  a  play. 

Can  you  imagine  the  cheering? 

Even  if  the  ‘Y’  were  losing  by  97 
points,  the  stands  would  remain 
jammed,  packed  with  enthusiastic 
fans  —  all  of  them  in  favor  of  forced 
bussing. 

We  shouldn’t  be  naive  about  this 
idea,  however.

Why  stop  there?  Sports  like 
lacrosse  that  rarely  get  student  sup¬ 
port  could  encourage  attendance  by 
offering  the  obvious  —  free  bussing.

USSR  not  sincere  about  world  peace 


On  May  28,  1987,  19-year  old  Mathias  Rust 
touched  down  his  Cessna  172  on  Red  Square  in 
Moscow.  His  mission  —  a  plea  for  world  peace. 

Three  months  later.  Rust  was  sentenced  to  four 
years  in  a  Soviet  labor  camp  for  charges  of  illegal 
entry  to  the  Soviet  Union,  violation  of  international 
flight  rules  and  “malicious  hooliganism.” 

During  his  trial  before  the  Supreme  Soviet  court. 
Rust  testified  that  he  sought  “the  source  of  peace, 
and  the  source  of  peace  is  not  in  Washington,  but  in 
Moscow.” 

How  ironic,  then,  that  Rust’s  ideal  source  of 
peace  should  remove  his  freedom  so  quickly  and 
lock  him  away  in  a  labor  camp,  simply  for  express¬ 
ing  his  views  on  world  peace  in  a  somewhat  extrav¬ 
agant  manner. 

Granted,  the  Soviet  Union  has  never  been  big  on 
freedom  of  speech,  especially  when  the  person 
speaking  isn’t  even  Soviet.  And  the  outrageous 
display  of  “hooliganism”  created  when  Rust  landed 
in  Red  Square  —  well,  those  sort  of  things  don’t  go 
over  big  with  the  Soviets,  either. 

But  during  this  so-called  period  of  glasnost,  or 
openness,  which  the  Soviet  Union  is  now  trying  to 
achieve  in  the  world’s  eyes,  an  incident  such  as  the 
successful  infiltration  of  a  young  West  German  pilot 
to  Red  Square  on  a  peace  mission  should  have  been 
taken  as  a  compliment. 

The  Soviets  don’t  know  a  good  thing  when  they 


see  it. 


Instead  of  charging  Rust  with  illegal  entry  and 
“malicious  hooliganism,”  they  should  have  greeted 
him  with  open  arms.  A  brave,  young  comrade  from 
West  Germany  risks  life  and  limb  to  promote  world 
peace  in  the  Soviet  Union.  Think  of  all  the  good 
glasnost  PR  the  Soviets  missed. 

Of  course,  the  Soviets  weren’t  completely  off¬ 
track.  Rust’s  trial  was  open  to  the  public  and  the 
international  media,  a  precedent  which  was  meant 
to  show  that  glasnost  extends  even  to  the  Soviet 
judicial  system. 

Rust’s  infiltration  through  Soviet  airspace  was 
also  a  good  excuse  to  spring  clean  the  Soviet  mili¬ 
tary.  Personnel  on  all  levels  found  themselves  sud¬ 
denly  reduced  to  guard  duty  because  of  either  a 
mechanical  error  on  the  part  of  radar,  or  ignorance 
on  the  part  of  those  monitoring  them. 

But  was  justice  done  on  the  part  of  Rust?  Giving 
Rust  a  four-year  stint  in  a  “light  regime”  labor 
camp  can  hardly  be  declared  an  attempt  at  achiev¬ 
ing  openness  and  freedom  of  speech  on  the  part  of 
the  Soviet  Union,  much  less  striving  for  world 
peace.  If  anything,  the  incident  only  served  to  ig¬ 
nite  more  discord  in  world  affairs. 

In  the  eyes  of  many  nations,  the  Soviet’s  reaction 
was  too  harsh,  too  cold.  Too  Soviet. 

Rust  admits  he  made  a  mistake.  “It’s  the  great¬ 
est  mistake  I’ve  made  in  my  life,”  he  said,  according

did  not  have  any  aggressive  intentions,”  he  a 
stated. 

But  to  exile  Rust  to  a  “corrective  colony  of  re  i 
forced  regime,”  as  called  for  by  Soviet  prosecu  ; 
Vladmir  Andreyev,  is  a  bit  extreme.  It  seems  tl 
Rust  is  not  being  punished  so  much  for  what  he  d| 
but  for  the  embarrassment  he  caused  on  the  parf 
many  high-ranking  Kremlin  officials.  Putting  Ri 
“out  of  sight,  out  of  mind”  in  a  labor  camp  was  ji 
the  quickest  way  to  help  the  Soviets  save  face. 

Rust  would  not  have  received  the  same  recept 
and  treatment  in  a  Western  nation.  While  it’s  ti 
that  most  countries  would  have  served  Rust  so: 
sort  of  reprimand,  it  would  not  have  been  on  1 
order  of  the  punishment  given.  In  West  Germai 
Rust  has  become  like  a  folk  hero  —  a  symbol 
peace  for  the  children  of  tomorrow  to  follow.
